MINUTES of 10/1/15 approved as distributed. 

COORDINATOR’S REPORT: Charlotte discussed her monthly report (Ref 1). The number of cars at the Sept 
Recycling center again increased. This report lists her priority tasks for 2016. 

COMMUNITY COLLECTION DAY (CCD) Nov 14: Charlotte provided a map (Ref 2) showing the DPW plan 
for the various stations. The plan used last spring has been revised to make best use of the space available & 
to minimize the time required by a resident to drop off material. The biggest change is the there will be 3 
stations on each of the main 2 lanes. All material except building material, bikes & shredding will be unloaded 
at each of these stations & kept there. The hope is that 6 cars will be unloaded simultaneously at one stop 
which should greatly increase throughput. Building material, bikes & shredding will be in a 2 ''’^ entrance directly 
in front of the DPW building. There will be several policemen on duty. They hope to prevent a backup on 
MassAve. Gordon will go to the BoS meeting to promote CCD. (Done 11/09) 

COMPOSTING PILOT: Susan will call the names of people interested in kitchen waste composting that 
Charlotte collected on Town Day. Larry suggested that a free bin may not be a very effective inducement. It 
might be better to ask people who are already composting to include kitchen waste & invite neighbors to 
contribute. He will compose a message to post on the A-List. One concern is how to help willing people get 
started. Jeremy has said he would be willing to visit beginners. Larry will also set up a Google spreadsheet to 
track this project. Gordon has composed an Advocate article on food waste composting covering all 
approaches. He will smooth his draft & circulate for comment. (Done & article submitted.) 

BUSINESS RECYCLING: We reviewed what has been done so far. There was a discussion on how to 
proceed. The group thought a new survey would be a good idea and that a trimmed version of the 
original would be easy. Susan, Ellen and Gordon will review the questions and start editing them. Juli 
will approach the Chamber to see if we can ask for their help again. Yingzi volunteered to set up the 
new survey on Google.
